\\'uma' Buffrage Assoclation Monday,

will ba by unsnimous wvote, friends of
the president doeclured today, The hour
for filing mominations pussed last night
with no name entered to run agminst her,
and the opposition, If It does not evapo-
rate, will be compelled to write in the
name of ita candilate.

The name of Miss Katherine Davia,
commiasioner of charities and corrections
of New York was substituted for that of
Mrs, Medill McCormick, for third wice
president, and Mra. MeCormick waas
nominated for second auditor In place of
Mra. Patty R, Jones of Alabama. There
wars no other changes,

The petition calllng upon Dootor Shaw
to accept the place of President Bmeritus
was signed by 108 delegates. That prob-
ably represents the total opponition, and
was the reason that no candidats was
nominated agalnst her.
